state crop report for Kentucky of con- 
dition of September 1st : 

The crop season for 1^18 Is rapidly 
drawing to a close. It Is too early to 
give flaal aatlniatM on actual yields 
and only a anmmary o(,eondlUons is 
given this montb. The largest money 
crops of the State, corn and tobacco, 
are damaged by the drought and this 
etreme drought has prevailed oiver 
practically the entire State. It was 
broken the latter part of AufTust, 
since wlilcli time, conditions

fhe condition of burley tobacco is 
given at 71 per cent and dark tobac- 
co at 76. Much of the early tobacco Is 
cut, owing to the etremely hot weath- 
er, but the rains are bringing out late 
tobacco to advantage. Hemp 'acre- 
age is mall and eondlilon is given at 
per cent. Condition of cow pea.- 
and soy beans, is given In both In- 
stances at 82 per cent. Halns have 
brought these crops out. Gardens aro 
given at 65 per cent., Irlph potatoe:i 
at 68 per cent, and sweet potatoes at 
79 per cent. Pasture have been great- 
ly in need of rains and the condition 
shows at 66 per cent., but are consid- 
erably revived since the drongtath ban 
been broken. Alfalfa condition is 
given at 80 per cent, amt while the 
third cutting was abandoner.ln some 
localities the State average Is given at 
1.3 tons per acre. It is' estimated that 
the number of live stock on hand as 
compared with last yaar Is as fol- 
lows :

per cent. 

Cattle. 88 per cent., dBMltlon 90 

per cent. 

Hogs, 91 per cent., condition 92 per 

cent. 

Sheep, 98 per cent, condition 94 
per cent. 

Much Interest Is shown In poultry 
In many localities and a consequent 
Increase In the numbers on hand as 
compared with last year, while In oth- 
er lactlttiee this has fallen off. Con- 
dition of poultry Is placed at 94 per 

cent. 

Melons and fruits of nil kinds are 
especially short this year. Condition 
of same being as follows: 

;\pple8, 54 per cent. 

Grapes. 62 per cent. 

.Melons, 65 per cent. 

With the scarcity of stock water re- 
lieved by the recent rains and the 
condition of all late crops beneflltted 
materially, . the prospect is not so 
gloomy for the result ot the farmer's 
years work, as It waa a week ago. 
Qteat Interest Is being manifested in 
the increased acreage/ of wheat for 
production aa far as it Is ppsslbic 
for him to do.

It is underatood that imral ot the 
country merchants in Maion ^nty 
who deal rather extensively in eggs 

and oultry have been disregarding the 
orders and rnllnBs of the Food Ad- 
ministration and the comity deputy 
li'iiod Administrator for Kkkh and 
Poultry has been re(|ulred to call sev- 
eral of these dealers tip on the carpet 
for failing to strictly observe the rules 
of the administration. 

Mr. Qlenn Qault, who has been ap- 
pointed special Deputy County Fyx>d 
Administrator for Ogga and Poultry, 
said yesterday that unless the dealers 
who In the past have ^n failing to 
observe the rules obey the orders of 
the EV>od Admlnlitration, soma of 
them may find themselves m aertous 
trouble as merchants elsewhere have 
found themselves when they absolute- 
ly refused to obey all orders of the 
Administration. 

It Is understood that the order In 
retard to the careful candling of all 
ccps has been disrepardod by some, 
who have purchased cgRS from the 
farm wife without carefully -goInK 
over all of her ORgs and furnishing 
her with a certificate of candling. 

Others have purchased fowls from 
farmers who, before selling the ohtek- 
ens, have "stuffed" them with soft 
bread or meal while the Food Admin- 
istration strictly orders that no fowls 
shall be so sold or "stuffed" before 
sale. 

The Food Administration is very 
strict In all of Its rules affecting the 
sale and handling of eggs and poultry 
and all dealers should be very care- 
ful to conform to all of the rules 
These rules or (ird. rs are not many 
and coinplicalcil hut are few and slm- 
I)le and there is no excuse for any 
merchant dealing in eggs or poultry 
not knowing the rules and strictly ob- 
serving them to the letter. 

Up to the present no dealer who has 
failed to observe these orders has 
been reported to the Food Administra- 
tion for action but the time has come 
when all should know the orders' and 
in the future it Is more than likely 
that all disregard for the rules will 
he reported and will receive the atten- 
tion of the officials.
